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now of the utmost importance as the time draws near which Parliament has 
indicated for the close of the Commission, that the assets should as far as 
possible be speedily realised and made available, and this can only be done by 
great energy and exertion, gi-eater than can be expected from a solicitor who 
has in addition to the business of the Commissioners that of numerous other 
clients to attend to. 

Mr. Ball having heen the solicitor of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, he 
was retained in that capacity by this Board, and he being unquestionably a 
gentleman of great professional ability the Commissioners felt a natural re- 
luctance to dispense with his services, which have been very valuable to them 
in many respects, hut they feel that they ought to delay no longer in making 
a change which they are convinced is necessary for the advantage of the public 
service. 

Mr. Ball’s salary is 1,500 1. a year, a sum which covers all expenses for office 
and clerks. He is entitled under the provisions of the 44th section of the Irish 
Church Act to such compensation allowance as the Commissioners may, with 
the assent of the Lord Lieutenant, recommend, and the Lords of the Treasury 
approve of. 

The arrangement for the re-organisation of the solicitor’s department which 
the Commissioners propose is as follows : that a resident solicitor be. appointed 
at a salary of oOO 1 . a year ; this sum to pay for all his personal services ; all 
costs, without exception received by him to be placed to the credit of the Com- 
missioners ; no other payment than 600 1 . a year to be made to him except the 
reimbursement of actual outlay by him in cash in conducting business. 

The solicitor will require tvs o competent assistants and a certain number of 
clerks, who will be appointed and paid by the Commissioners. 

It is not possible as yet to make an accurate estimate of what the expense in 
this respect will be, W the Commissioners calculate that it will not exceed 
800 1. a year. 

The whole expenditure of the solicitor’s department as re-organised, for 
which they ask the sanction of Ms Grace the Lord Lieutenant and of the Lords 
of the Treasury will, therefore, be 1,300 1 a year instead of 1,600 1 . as at present; 
but as all the costs without exception received by the solicitor will, under the 
new arrangement, be lodged to the Commissioners’ account, the actual expense 
of the department will probably be very much less than that sum. 

The Commissioners anticipate that on the whole if their proposals are 
approved of, that the result will be a considerable saving of their funds.

In reply to your letter, No. 3050, of the 29th February, inquiring what amount 
of compensation allowance the CommiUissioners of Clmrch Temporalities in 
Ireland propose for their solicitor, Mr. Ball, I am directed to state that the 
Commissioners recommend that Mr. Ball shall receive as a compeusation allow- 
ance at least 26-60ths of his salary, that is, 16-60ths in respect of 16 years* 
service which Mr. Ball will have completed, or almost completed, before the 
proposed arrangement can be carried out (the date of his appointment as solicitor 
to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners being the 21st June 1860 ), and 10-60ths in 
respect of the professional character of his services. 

The total amount of Mr. Ball’s salary is 1,500 1. a year, but this is to cover 
both personal remuneration and office expenses, and no apportionment between 
these two heads has been made. Under the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, how- 
ever, Mr. Ball’s salary of 800 1. a year was apportioned thus : 500 1. for personal 
remuneration and 300 1. for office expenses, and if the same principle is applied 
to his present salary the divisions of the 1,500 /. will be as follows : 037 1. 10 s. 
for personal service, and 562 1. 10 s. for e.tpenses of office. 

The Commissioners therefore take 937 l.lOs. as Mr. Ball’s annual salary for 
the purpose of fixing his compensation allowance, and 26-60ths of this sum are 
406 L 5 5 ., being the smallest amount of annual compensation allow'ance they 
could recommend to be granted. 

In fairness, however, to Mr. Ball, the Commissioners think it but right to state 
that he claims as just compensation a much larger pension than that here pro- 
posed, and his view of the matter is that he is entitled, looking to what was done 
in the cases of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, their secretary and their two 
architects, w'ho were each of them granted his full salary as retiring allowance, to 
receive a compensation allowance of 1,500 1. a year. 

Mr. Ball considers that his whole salary of 1,500 1. a year is the remuneration 
for his personal services, and that his office expenses are covered by his emolu- 
ments and collateral advantages. 

The evidence of Mr. Welby, given before the Committee of Public Accounts 
last year, sets forth the description of emoluments which the Treasury did not 
object to* Mr. Ball’s receiving, and if in the opinion of the Lords of the Treasury 
the Commissioners would be acting within the limits of the custom of the Civil 
Service in analogous cases in taking these emoluments into consideration in their 
recommendation as to Mr. Ball’s pension, they would lie prepared to substitute 
another proposal for that laid before his Grace the Lord Lieutenant and the 
Lords of the Treasury in this letter.

I TAKE the liberty of enclosing copy of a letter I have received from Mr. Godley, 
Secretary to this Commission, dated 21st ultimo, and as I understand the matter is now 
before his Grace the Lord Lieutenant for his approval, I trust I may be permitted to 
make some observations on the change proposed to be made in this department. 

I have been solicitor for upwards of 16 years to the late Board of Ecclesiastical Com- 
missioners and to this Commission, and have been during the whole of that time on the 
same arrangement that existed for nearly 30 years previously as to having my own 
offices, and retaining my private practice, and no complaint has ever been made as to 
either, nor has it been ever alleged that the business of the Commissoners suffered in 
consequence. 

As regards these chambers, they are about 100 yards from the Commissioners’ offices, 
and as to my private practice, I retain it with the sanction of the Treasury. 

In every' department of these offices the business of the Commissioners is being carried 
on with tlie utmost dispatch and efficiency, and there are no arrears of any kind. It is 
done under my own constant personal superintendence, and with the assistance of a staff 
thoroughly efficient and selected ■with the greatest care, five of them professional men of 

S eat ability, and all thoroughly trained to the peculiar and special work of the 
ommission. The expense of this staff is at this moment 2,500 1. a year, and my business 
cannot be efficiently carried on at less cos-t 
I have some private pr-actice, but have calculated that the portion of this sura applicable 
to the Commissioners’ business alone is at least 1,700 Z. a year, and my belief is that it 
would not be done properly for less. 

I would here just observe, that to take the Commissioners’ business from these chambers, 
and transfer it to other and untried hands, is a very perilous step, to say the least. It 
must seriously derange the business, and interfere with the progress of the numerous 
suits and cases that are pending; and no solicitor, no matter how able, could acquire the 
peculiar knowledge and information necessary for a long time to come. 

I desire now to draw particular attention to the question of expense. The present 
mode of having the legal business performed is the most economical that could be devised, 
by which, at a cost of but 1,500?. a year to the Commissioners, the enormous and 
responsible business of this Commission is performed : a solicitor attached to the establish- 
ment, having his own chambers and staff, doing the business of the Commissioners on the 
same principle as that of any ordinary client, and receiving his salary in lieu of all costs 
between solicitor and client. 

The plan now proposed is the most expensive that could be proposed, as -will be readily 
seen. 

A solicitor is taken from his profession, and placed in Merrion-street, under terms that 
he doM no other business. It is plain that, if he is a man of ability and standing, he m'uet 
be paid -well for his services and for abandoning his profession, particularly when the 
appointment can only be for a year or two. Offices, staff, stationery, &c., must be pro- 
vided by the Commissioners, which cannot cost less than 1,700 L, so that the cost would 
come to some 2,500 1. a year ; and if a lesser sum than that be applied for, an application 
for a furtlier allowance will be necessary, 

Then I have fuiiJaer to observe, -that my compensation allowance under tlie 44th sec- 
tion of “ The Irish Church Act, 1869,” should be, according to precedent, 1,500 ?. a year, 
so that the total additional cost caused by this change would be from 2^000 1. to 2,600 1, a 
year, without, as I assert, any corresponding advantage. 

I therefore beg leave respectfully to submit, for the consideration of his Grace the 
Lord Lieutenant, that the consent of his Grace is necessary to my removal, under the 
provisions of " The Irish Church Act, 1869,” and that such consent should not be given 
for the following reasons : 

1st. Because no cause has been shown for such removal, nor any advantage to be gained 
thereby. 

2nd. Because the business of the Commissioners must be seriously deranged and its 
progress impeded by such a step, whereby the winding up of the Commission will be 
retarded 

3rd. Because 
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3rd. Because any change proposed at this stage of the Commission should show a 
saving of expense as a material feature, whereas the one proposed (no matter how viewed) 
shows additional and increasing expense of a very serious amount. 

4th. Because it is unprecedented, and to be justified by nothing short of the abolition 
of the office, to force an officer of 56 years of age, in full working order, and devoting his 
whole time to his profession, to whom, over and over again, the ( 'ommissioners have 
admitted their obligations, to retire on a pension against his wish.

The amount of a solicitor’s retiring allowance, if a retiring allowance be 
recommended by the Commissioners, is the only point on which his Grace’s 
assent is required. 

With regard to the decision of the Commissioners to dispense with Mr. Ball’s 
services, I am instructed by them to observe that they had fully considered 
all the circumstances of the case bel'ore they come to that decision, and that 
there is nothing in Ijis letter to the Chief Secretary which induces them to alter 
their opinion that liis removal is necessary and for the advantage of the public 
service.

I AM directed by the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s I’reasiiry to call 
your attention to your letter of 3 rd May last, wherein you requested them not 
to come to any decision as to Mr. Ball’s pension until you should inform them, 
that all matters connected with certain changes, intended by you to be effected 
in regard to the duties performed by that gentleman, should have been satis- 
factorily settled. 

The only other direct communication which ray Lords have received from you 
relative to the changes in question is your letter of the 12th of April 1876, 
which more immediately concerned certain details of Mr. Ball’s accounts ; but you 
have been furnished by tl^e Irish Governtrient with a copy ot the letter (6704), of 
31st May last, from the Treasury to the Chief Secretary upon the general question. 
My Lords have received a considerable number of direct communications from. 
Mr. Ball himself, and in these it is stated, inter alia, that you have appointed Mr. 
John H. Franks to be your solicitor in Mr. Ball’s place. 

Mr. Franks is stated by Mr. Ball to bo a gentleman in his employment to con- 
duct proceedings for the recovery of arrears due to your Commission, at a 
salary recently increased to one hundred and eighty pounds a year. 

My Lords do not think it necessary to question the opinion of the law officers, 
which inclines to your having the sole right to appoint and remove all persons 
employed by you, except your secretary. 

Tiiey are unable, however, to reconcile your proceedings, if they !]ave been 
accurately reported to this Board, with the provisions of the statute, which 
reserves to my Lords the power to approve whatever salaries and compensation 
allowances you may recommend, with the sanction and assent of the Lord 
Lieutenant. 

You have expressly requested my Lords not to proceed to award any com- 
pensation to Mr. Ball, and you have not informed my Lords what salary you 
have offered to Mr. 'Franks, unless they are meant to infer that it is the salary 
mentioned in your letter to the Irish Government of 25th February last ; but 
this proposed salary has not been, so far as my Lords are aware, sanctioned by 
the Lord Lieutenant ; and it has certainly not been'approved by themselves. 

On the contrary, my Lords have expressed, in their letter of 31st May last, tlieir 
primd facie dissatisfaction with the financial aspects of your proposals, 
and the only action upon that letter appears to be your own application to sus- 
pend that part of your proposals which turns upon the amounr of Mr. Ball’s 
compensation ; apart from which it is impossible to pronounce any opinion upon 
the financial result of your entire scheme. 

My Lords caused a copy of your letter of the 3rd May to be forwarded to the 
Irish Government. 

As no salary is at present legally payable to any successor of Mr. Bali, my 
Lords desire me to bring the foregoing circumstances to your notice at the point 
where they are left by your own letter to the Treasury of 3rd May last, and by 
the Treasury Letter (6704), of which you have received a copy, to the Irisii 
Government, uf the 31st of the same month.

I AM directed by the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to forward, for 
the information of his Grace the Lord Lieutenant, a copy of a letter* w'hich my Lords 
are causing by this post to be addressed to the Irish Church Temporalities Commissioners 
upon the same subject, viz. : their solicitor’s department, as Mr. Burke’s letters to the 
Treasury of 18th April last, your own of 14tb June last, and the letter's from the 
Treasury of 31st May, and 2nd June last (6704 and 9223.) 

My Lords agree with the Irish Government in thinking that the Church Commissioners 
are the proper judges of all questions of service and discipline within their own establish- 
ment, subject, nevertheless, to that sanction, assent, and approval which the statute, 
under which the Commissioners act, reserves to the Lord Lieutenant and to the Treasury 
respectively in all that concerns salaries and pensions. 

The proceedings of the Commissioners towards Mr. Ball raise extremely serious questions 
under both these heads, in respect of which, the statute imposes duties upon the Irish 
Government no less than, and indeed, so far as the order of mention lias any significance, 
antecedently to the Treasury. 

My Lords are most anxious to proceed in complete accordance with the Irish Govern- 
ment in the dischai-”e of their own share of these duties.

My Lords, 2 November 1876. 

1 AM directed by liie Commissioners of Ciiurcb Temporalities in Ireland to 
acknowledge the receipt of Mr. Law’s letter. No. 12,427, of the 24th instant. 

I am ill the first place lo observe, with respect to the remark that your Lord- 
ships had only received two direct commnuications respecting the change of 
^ solicitors in this office, that in communicating through the Irish Government 
and not directly with your Lordships, the Commissioners were acting in con- 
formity with the suggestion contained in a letter from the Treasury to the 
Commissioners, dated the 6lh April 1871, in which it is stated “ that in the 
“ opinion of my Lords it would be convenient if communications from you to ob- 
“ tain their sanction and approval, were to be addressed to the Irish Government, 
i 2 p, c 2 ‘‘ and 
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and reached the Treasury by transmission therefrom, instead of being addressed 
“ directly to this Board by you.” 

The Commissioners, therefore, when on the 25th February they had a plan 
to submit for the re-organisation of their legal department, addressed it to the 
Irish Government. 

On the 22nd March they recalled the attention of the Under Secretary to the 
subject, and requited a speedy decision on their proposal. 

On the 5th April they again wrote to the Under Secretary to the Lord 
Lientenaut on the same matter pressing for a reply. 

On the iJth April, in writing directly to your Lordships respecting Mr. Ball’s 
account for transcripts, they took the opportunity of urgently requesting your 
attention to their proposal of the 25th February, and showed the serious in- 
conveniences consequent on the delay in dealimi with it. 

On the 3rd May they had again occasion to write to you directly and without 
intervention, lest you should come prematurely to a decision on Mr. Ball’s 
pension, and in their letter it was incidentally mentioned that they had nominated 
— not finally appointed — a gentleman to be his successor. 

On the 6th May a fourth, letter was written to the Under Secretary to the 
Lord Lieutenant by the Commissioners’ order, urging the great inconvenience 
to tlie public service which was caused by the delay in sanctioning their proposal 
submitted in the preceding February. 

On the 26th May the Commissioners addressed a fifth letter to the Under 
" Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant, of wiiich a copy is lierewith enclosed, in which 
they informed him that, having regard to -the public interests in their charge, 
which were most injuriously affected by the dislocation of their legal depart- 
ment, they could no longer, without serious detriment to those interests, postpone 
applying the only remedy in their power, viz.: leaving their scheme, which had 
been submitted three months before in abeyance, to appoint a new solicitor on 
the same terms as regards salary as Mr. Ball, such salary being that sanctioned 
by you as payable to the solicitor of this Commission. 

The Commissioners stated in their communication of the 26th May to the 
Under Secretary that they would proceed to make the new appointment on the 
7th June, and no notice whatever having been taken of their letter, they ac- 
cordingly on the 7th June appointed Mr. Franks to be their solicitor in lieu of 
Mr. Ball. 

There never was, nor could there be, the slightest doubt of the Commissioners’ 
power under the 6th section of the Irish Church Act, to remove or appoint a 
solicitor, and as to the question of salary it did not arise afresh, the amount of 
the solicitor’s salary having been already settled by proper authority, like the 
amounts of the salaries of the other officers of the establishment. 

Though Mr. Franks was appointed at the same salary as Mr. Ball, the 
Commissioners warned by the example afforded by Mr. Ball, made as an express 
condition of Mr. Frank’s instalment in office, that all costs of every description, 
whether costs of mortgage deeds, or approval fees on conveyances, or costs 
recovered with arrears, in short, costs of all sorts without exception, should be 
handed over to them, and that the remuneration for Mr. Frank’s own personal 
services and for those of his staff, should be strictly limited to his allowance of 
1,500 1. a year. 

The Commissioners also stipulated that Mr. Franks should carry on their 
business in this house, and that substantially his whole time should be devoted 
to their service. 

The result of this arrangement has been that since Mr. Franks’ appointment, 
a period of less than five months, the Commissioners have received in costs more 
than sufficient to pay his salary for the entire year. 

Your Lordships advert to a letter of yours of the 31st May, in which you 
say that you expressed your strong facie dissatisfaction with the financial 
- aspects of the Commissioners’ proposals. An extract only from that letter was 
sen<. to them, and was received on the 16th June ; a copy of which is herewith 
enclosed for your perusal. 

The Commissioners so far from having received any expression oP your 
dissatisfaction with their proposals, got no reply of any description from your 
Lordships on the subject, in answer to their reiterated applications, except this 
extract now enclosed, in which approval rather than disapproval is intimated. 

The 
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The point, however, is not material, as in the absence of your sanction they of 
course took no steps for carrying out their plan of the 25th February. 

The Commissioners, as shown by their repeated and urgent letters to the 
^ Irish Government, were most anxious to obtain your decision on their plan 
submitted for approval on the 25th February, and it was only when they found 
that their proposals were disregarded, and their communications unnoticed, that 
they were constrained to continue the existing system, and to appoint the new 
solicitor on the same terms as regards salary as the old, but with the very 
important conditions added that have already been described. 

If the Commissioners had delayed any longer in expectation of an answer from 
you to put rheir solicitor’s department into working order, their affairs in 
that branch would have fallen into a state of inextricable confusion, and their 
legal business which had already suffered severely would have come to a 
standstill. 

The impending change of solicitors paralysed all their legal proceedings, 
and it became a matter of absolute necessity to terminate at once the state 
of suspense which existed. 

I am to add, that th{>ugh the Commissioners had no doubt of their legal 
rights in the matter, yet in deference to your Lordshifis, and considering 
the correspondence that had taken place, they certainly would not have 
exercised those rights without further discussion had they not felt com- 
pelled to do so by the necessities of the case, for if they had not acted 
as they did, a very serious loss indeed would have been entailed on the funds 
of the Commission- 

The Commissioners gathered from the extract furnished to them of your 
letter on the 31st May that your Lordships’ view of Mr. Ball’s claim to a 
pension was unfavourable, and they therefore thought it unnecessary to give 
any answer to that letter, or to allude further to their request that you would 
not adjudicate upon his claim pending the satisfactory settlement of his differ- 
ences with them. -i i- , 

They have, however, now to observe that Mr. Ball has given them tormal 
notice of his intention to sue them in damages for dismissing him. 

The Commissioners notice with regret in your letter that Mr. Ball has 
attempted to discredit Mr. Franks, by a statement of the smallness of the salary 
which that sieiuleman received when in Mr. Ball’s employment.^ 

This is a point on which, being quite irrelevant, the Commissioners neither 
sought nor received any information whatever, but as it has now been alluded 
to tliey desire me to say that, the vigour and success with which Mr. Franks 
(in marked contrast with Mr. Ball’s slackness) has prosecuted the collection of 
arrears and his general zeal and activity in the conduct of their legal business, 
has been such as to satisfy them fully of the propriety of the course they 

^^Bu^ili-refipective of the personal qualifications of these attorneys, the result of 
the change o-enerally is that their legal department, which was formerly a source 
of very (5ns!derable expense, is now not merely self-supporting, but is bringing 
a large profit to their funds. 

The Commissioners are accordingly willing that the existing arrangement, 
which is working very satisfactorily, should remain undisturbed.
